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CUSO Wants You 

CUSO, or Canadian University Services Overseas, was introduced to the 
student body at the end of November by means of a noontime film show- 
ing and travel talks by return volunteers. The film, an excellent NFB 
production, illustrated the problems which a Canadian doctor and his wife 
are now facing in a small town in Nigeria. It gave a complete picture of 
their daily disappointments and triumphs as they fight the overwhelming 
odds of ignorance and lack of funds in order to set up an organized 
health service in the area. 



A meeting was held on the fol- 
lowing Wednesday, November 23, 
to hear travel talks by two return 
volunteers Graham Foss and Tom 
Kear, and Dr. Millette, also a re- 
turn volunteer and presently a pro- 
fessor in Soil Science. The meeting 
itself was short, but the lengthy 
question period following indicated 
that there was great interest. 

Graham Foss spoke about his 
life in Ghana here he had been a 
teacher for two years, illustrating 
his talk with some beautiful slides. 
He stressed the need for teachers, 
particularly those with scientific 
training, in such areas as Ghana 
and Malaysia. Dr. Millette empha- 
sized the fact that along with teach- 
ers, agriculturalists are in great de- 
mand. During his three years in To- 
goland he not only helped the vil- 
lagers improve their crop produc- 
tion with fertilizers and better ma- 
chines but also learned efficient 
use of soil from the natives them- 
selves. Tom Kear, a secondary 
school teacher in Malaysia for two 
years, described a variety of activi- 



ties with which he was involved. 
He has done everything from set- 
ting up 4 H Clubs in order to teach 
animal care and breeding, to or- 
ganizing team sports such as basket- 
ball and football. 

Helen Forsey, now with CUSO 
in Imbabura, Ecuador, is similarly 
busy establishing clubs in order to 
help the families in the town suc- 
cessfully produce vegetables and 
keep poultry and rabbits since all 
are presently lacking in their diet. 

The evening was most success- 
ful with everyone present sharing 
some of their experiences with them 
and thereby learning more about 
other people and ways of life. 

If you are interested in hearing 
more about CUSO, an open meet- 
ing will be held in the next two 
weeks, so keep your eyes on the 
notice board. Application forms 
(which should be submitted soon) 
can be obtained from Dr. Millette's 
office in C 142 or from Alan Camp 
bell in Brittain Hall.

We the undersigned members of the International Students' Association 
executive, submit our resignations. Our decision was influenced by the 
following considerations: 

We feel we have had no support ♦ the I S. A. members and the stu- 
dent body in general for the Ini .1 Evening. We expended ccmi 
siderable time and effort to secure liic Ukrainian Dance Ensemble; we 
publicized the event extensively. The audience was mainly from the 
Lakeshore area with a sprinkling of graduate students and Faculty. On the 
whole, there was apathy from the student body; however, those who attend- 
ed did enjoy themselves. It appears that any show which does not follow 
old tested formulae of entertainment arouses no curiosity on this campus. 
On most campuses, one setback would not be disastrous, but our narrow 
budget cannot sustain such a loss. 

courteous to the speakers, such an 
event would be a serious reflection 
on the college. 

It is with great regret that we are 
taking this step because the Pro- 
gram was very worthwhile as was 
borne out by those who attended 
the International Evening. The 
new Executive will have our full 
support and cooperation. 

Finally we have a few relevant 
comments which may be useful to 
other student groups: 

a) The chaotic state of the stage 
equipment and the non-existence 
of the sound system and props 
require urgent attention. The duties 
of the stage manager ought to be 
clarified. 

b) We feel there should be 
greater cooperation from the Re- 
gistrar's Office in making infor- 
mation available to students' or- 
ganizations. 



We are open to some criticism 
on the grounds that last year's In- 
ternational Evening was a finan- 
cial success and this year's was not. 
Last year there was support from 
the Indian Community in Montreal 
and the main performer did not 
charge any fee. This year, we had 
thirty performers including an or- 
chestra of seven musicians. The 
fee we paid ($300) merely covered 
expenses for chartering a bus and 
paying the musicians. 

At the time of revision of our 
budget, we were asked by the finance 
committee how we would hieet any 
liabilities we might incur.

In view 
of the response to our regular 
meetings and the International 
Evening, we cannot guarantee a de- 
cent-sized audience to these eminent 
speakers.

PROF SHOOTS DOWN MYTHS 
AND NEW MORALITY 

TORONTO (CUP) —A Uni- 
versity of Toronto professor re- 
cently took a few well-aimed pot 
shots at an old sexual myth and the 
'new morality'. 

The myth that sex is play is an 
attitude of a society which does not 
know itself. Dr. F.I. Rubenstein 
told students at a Hillel lecture. 

"In the long run, sex is serious 
and not play," he said. 

"Some relationships are pro- 
ductive of ideas, some are produc- 
tive of money, but only one is 
productive of other human beings, 
and I can't believe that anyone 
could not take this seriously." 

The sex act returns to the pri- 
macy of our origins and reminds 
us of the short term of life. For this 
reason love is associated with death. 
Dr. Rubenstein said. 

"Therefore sex is not sad, but a 
very serious thing." 

Dr. Rubenstein also dealt with 
a certain attitude of the 'new 
morality' which says: "I am a body 
1 am only a body and proud to be a 
body. Therefore in the sexual act I 
am giving my total self. " 

Sex is only meaningful when it is 
both psychologically and physically 
gratifying, he said.

Saigon:The City Today by Howard Moffat 



More than anything, Saigon is a tentative, uncertain, city, a city on the 
defensive against force - against the military, against the Americans, 
and against the Viet Cong. If there is a universal mood here, it is the urge 
to protect and cling to what little culture and happiness and peace can 
be salvaged from the war, from well-meaning but rough and free- 
spending American troops, and from infiltrating terrorists. 

At the Cercle Sportif Viet- French on difficult bureaucratic 
namese and European girls lounge 
in bikinis beside the pool, while 
wealthy white-clad warriors shoot 
tennis balls at each other on beau- 
tifully groomed courts. 

In low-slung French colonial of- 
fice buildings, civil servants who 
have kept papers moving for nine 
governments in three years go on 
stamping and filing, conversing in

questions, and drinking tea. 

Young women and middle-aged 
men wear silk or cotton pyjamas 
much of the day. It does save time, 
because from 12 to 3 in the after- 
noon the city shuts down and 
people sleep. 

You notice that the American of- 
ficial getting out of his sedan with 
gold bag in hand, goes into a hotel 



whose entrance is sandbagged and 
guarded by a G.I., like any other of 
the scores of American military 
billets in Saigon. 

You notice the barbed wire sur- 
rounding the headquarters of the 
Military Directory at Gia Long 
Palace and the Prime Minister's 
office on Thong Nhut. 

You notice an American car dis- 
appearing into the big USAID No. 
1 compound on Le Van Duyet 
Street. A Vietnamese guard has 
just walked around it with what 
looks like a snow shovel. On closer 
examination, it is a mirror, used to 



check for mines which might be at- 
tached, to the underside of the car. 

Night in Saigon belongs to the 
police. During curfew, they move 
through each of the city's lien gia's 
(neighborhoods of ten to fifteen 
families presided over by a head- 
man responsible to the officials, and 
make spot checks at different 
homes, called "family roll calls" to 
discover infiltrators. 

And in the distance, there is the 
dull boom of mortars lobbing shells 
into supposed Viet Cong positions. 

It is at night that the war closes 
in on Saigon. 
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There is an old Appalachian story which, in this, 
our new Century, can help us on the political road: 

There was this here King, and he wanted to go a- 
fishin'. Now, the best spot was down by his best girl's 
place, so he figgered to get all dressed up and impress 
*er. But If'n hit was a-gonna rain, he weren't goin' to 
go, so he called In his weather prophet and sez: "Prophet, 
I hired you to prophet me the weather, now are hit a-goin 
to rain, or ain't hit a-gonna rain?" 

Well the weather prophet, he looks up his charts and 
watches his crystal ball, makes a few added to's, and sez: 
"King, hit ain't a-gonnii rain even a sizzle sazzle", and 
the King sez "Fine", and he got dressed up and went 
a-fishln'. 

On the way, he run into a farmer, riding along on a 
donkey. The farmer sez; "Howdy King!", and the King sez: 
"Howdy farmer", then the farmer sez: "Say, you ain't a- 
goln' flshin' are you?", and the King sez: "Sure I am, 
why?"

The first reporter, who claimed 
to be suffering from menstrual 
cramps, said she was given a one- 
month supply of Ovulen, a type of 
birth control pill. The second girl, 
who requested the pill for birth 
control purposes, said she received 
a three-month's supply renewable 
for nine months.

HAMILTON (CUP) - A movie 
film produced by McMaster Uni- 
versity students showing a woman 
in bed with two men has been 
viewed by Metro Toronto's morality 
squad at a processing laboratory 
there. 

Sgt. John Wilson of the morality 
squad said charges might be laid 
against the film's makers on the 
ground that it is obscene. 

The eight-minute sequence in 
question is part of a scene in Black 
Z^ro, one of trilogy being directed 
by John Hofsess, a former McMas- 
ter student. 

The scene shows two men in 
bed with a woman. None of the 



three is undressed, but their actions 
might be construed as obscene, said 
Sgt. Wilson. 

But Peter Rowe. president ol ihc 
university's film board, said Mon- 
day (Jan. 9) there was no possibility 
of laying charges. 

"The film is only part of a work- 
ing print and may be edited before 
the final film is submitted to the 
Ontario Board of Censors." 

Mr. Rowe said the film was prob- 
ably taken by the morality squad 
because some film producers had 
beenreportedasslippingsmalleroticsci 
then clipping ihem out and splicing 
them to similar scenes from other 
films to produce stag movies. 



McGIII Wants Bilingual UGEQ 



In One Night a Week-Res Women Still Complain 



MONTREAL (CUP) - If Mc- 
Gill University withdraws from the 
Canadian Union of students to join 
Union Generale des Etudiants du 
Quebec, it must join a bilingual 
UGEQ, student council members 
here say. 

A referendum, to be held Feb. 8, 
will allow McGill students three 
courses of action - membership in 
CUS, membership in UGEQ or re- 
jection of both organizations.

Aberman says he recognizes that

language of UGEQ, but English 
should have the same status in 
UGEQ as French does in CUS." 

"If the students of an English 
university won't fight to maintain 
the rights of the Fnelish laneiia<jc. 

Aberman says he leeis McGili 
should not belong to either organi- 



zation. McCoubrey, on the other 
hand, wants McGill to retain its 
CUS membership because it acts 
"as a medium through which stu- 
dents can voice opposition or ap- 
proval on subjects that concern 
them. 

Doug Ward, CUS president, 
and Robert Nelson, UGEQ presi- 
dent, have been invited to speak 
Jan. 25 on McGill's membership 
in these organizations. So far only 
Ward has accepted.

PALO ALTO, Calif. (CUPI) - 
Stanford University residence stu- 
dents have decided to delay paying 
rent until Jan. 17, the final dead- 
line for such payments. 

The students, who had originally 
called for an indefinite 'rent delay', 
modified their tactics on the advice 
of two women's groups demanding 
off-campus living privileges for co- 
eds. 

The groups ~ the Women's Strike 
for Equal Rights and the OFF- 
Campus Committee - are protesting 
university policy which requires 
all women to live on campus while 
attending university. 

The policy, termed "clearly dis- 



criminatory", is "an abrogation ot 
fundamental liberties on the basis 
of sex alone," the women say. 

The policy also creates an "in- 
equity" among women, they claim. 
Stanford allows women all-night 
sign-outs six days a week, requiring 
co-eds to return to the dormitories 
at 2:30 a.m. only one night a week. 

The women say this allows 
wealthier co-eds to live off-campus, 
in effect, by renting both a dormi- 
tory room and an apartment, while 
the other women have to live in the 
dorms. 

Meanwhile, university officials 
are beginning to consider a pro- 
posal for an off-campus option.

CAP ETERIA BOYCO n 
SPREADS TO US 

WASHINGTON, DC. (CUPI)- 
American students, following the 
lead set by their Canadian counter- 
parts at the University of Montreal 
last fall, have been boycotting cafe- 
terias in protest of increased food 
pricef?. 

Students at Hunter College in 
New York City succeeded in get- 
ting across-the-board price reduc- 
tions after a three-day boycott. The 
administration agreed to subsidize 
any financial loss the cafeteria 
might incur. 

Cafeteria directors at San Fran- 



cisco State College faced a two- 
front battle when students protested 
a 15 per cent increase in food prices 
and cafeteria employees demanded 
an hourly wage increase. 

The employees got their raise. 
The students succeeded in getting 
a 10 per cent price cut after a nine- 
day boycott. 

10 per cent reduction are eating at 
the cafeteria again. Meanwhile, 
the cafeteria management is con- 
ducting a study of prices, student 
attitudes, and possibilities for 
change.

op's University of Lennoxville, 
Que., and Macdonald College of 
Ste. Anne de Bellevue, Que., from 
the Ottawa-St. Lawrence Associa- 
tion. 

McMaster, University of Water- 
loo, Waterloo Lutheran, Guelph 
and Laurentian will make up the

The world's leading actors, mu- 
sicians and artists are performing 
at Expo. And so are the architects. 
The 300 structures will range in de- 
sign from traditional to the most 
avant garde. Visting architects are 
saying that Exop will be esthetically 
epoch making. 

The United States pavilion im- 
mediately strikes the eye. It is a 
transparent sphere rising, to a height 
of twenty storeys which will glow at 
night. 

The German pavilion is an inno- 
vation both in formand materials. 
Weighing one-fifth of normal con- 
struction the lightweight steel and 



plastic tent-roof marks an archi- 
tectural breakthrough, providing in- 
expensive covering for vast areas. 

The soaring rectangular roof of 
the Soviet Union's pavilion 'sweeps 
to a height of 138 feet. Four glass 
curtain walls suspended from the 
roof sheath one of the largest build- 
ings on the site. 

The Republic of China. Burma, 
Thailand and Ceylon have incor- 
porated the harmonious forms of 
the pagoda. 

In contrast Japan will produce a 
modern interpretation of Japanese 
architecture using concrete beams. 
Yugoslavia's pavilion will feature 



seven triangular forms. A stream of 
water running 110 feet down the 
slanting roof of one of the forms 
will create a waterfall which will 
plunge into a decorative cath basin. 

Some of the new and daring de- 
signs will include: - white wings 
fanning into a stylized shell for 
Mexico - three 45-foot cubes with 
highly polished walls for Venezuela 

Britian's fantastic structure sym- 
bolizes a land rising out of the 
water and boasts a 200-foot tower. 

Most of the European pavilions 
are located in the same area on the 
Expo site to add even more con- 
trast to the extremes of architec- 
ture.
